Of all Cucumbers and Musk Melons, many 
Watermelons and Squashes, most varieties of Peas and Wax Beans, and 
many Tomatoes, there is not half enough seed in sight to supply the 
normal requirements. With these, it will not be a question of demand, 
but altogether of supply. We shall endeavor, as far as possible, to 
protect our regular customers, but must urge early orders,—prices will 
certainly have an upward tendency as the fearful shortages become more 
generally realized. Cabbage, Carrots, and Radish, which were so short 
last season, are fortunately now in full supply, and we are prepared 
to make special offers in large lots. 

We employ no travelers, but are always pleased to reply promptly 
to inquiries with firm offers, by mail or telegram. From the fact that 
so many of our Vine Seeds, Tomatoes, Beans, and Peas, are grown wn the 
East, we are probably in a better position than most houses to take care of 
general orders from merchants. With the correspondingly higher prices 
to private planters and market gardeners, together with the eager demand, 
seed dealers who are fortunate enough to get a supply should realize

We maintain, however, that a Seedsman should know thoroughly the seeds he sells, 
and after using every possible safeguard, in case of failure from any fault of the seed, should 
refund the price paid. Further responsibility than this it is impossible to assume. Sucha 
guaranty, however, shows confidence on the part of the Seedsman that he is sending out only 
first-class seeds, and insures the careful co-operation of his employees. 


It is necessary, of course, that samples be tested of every lot of seeds, not only for 
vitality (for even ‘‘ weed seeds grow’’), but also for genuineness and quality of strain.. Our 
complete system of field trials at ForpHooK FArms (thousands repeated each season) is 
the most extensive in America, while with our constant watchfulness in filling orders at our 
city warehouse the chance of mistakes is reduced to the minimum. Should any mistake 
occur, however, as would be shown by comparison of samples of the same lot tested in our 
Trial Grounds, we are prompt to refund the price paid. While this does not compensate 
for any contingent loss, yet it proves that we have more than usual confidence in the 
thorough care constantly exercised by us in growing and selling

Introduced by us twenty-two years ago, this is the famous variety that has 
made Colorado celebrated for its lusc ous ‘*¢ROCKY FORD”’ Melons. 


The Arkansas Valley of Colorado has for some years been famous for its cantaloupes. During 
the season of 1900, 780 cars were shipped, which represents the product from about 25co acres. 
The cantaloupe is known as the ‘* Rocky Forb,”’ from the town that has led in the industry. 
The variety grown is the NETTED GEM, which Burpee claims to have the dis= 
tinction of originating. Good seed is a prime requisite for success with the cantaloupe, but not 
enough attention has been paid to the selection of it. Few have made any systematic selection of 

seed, looking well to the shape, size, solidity, depth of flesh, seed cavity, color of flesh, 

and quality. Many have bought from dealers who knew little of the quality of seed sold, 

and the result is that many melons sold as ‘*‘ Rocky Ford’’ are not up to the standard. 

A pure Rocky Ford cantaloupe when ripe should have a silver-colored netting which 

is lace-like in appearance. ‘The skin should be green, turning to a peculiar gray color when 

the melon is fit for shipping. ‘The flesh should be green in color and so sweet and luscious that it may 
be eaten close to the rind. The melon should have a small seed cavity and the portion of the flesh 
immediately surrounding it be slightly tinged with yellow. The melon should weigh about one and 
one-half pounds and be very solid and firm.—Az extract from Bulletin No. 62, issued April,
